PREGNANT MOM MOWED DOWN; 
SLOPERS NAB HIT-RUN DRIVER

An eight-months pregnant Park Slope 
woman was left in critical condition and 
her baby, delivered by emergency surgery, 
may have sustained brain damage as a 
result of being struck Saturday by a driver 
described by witness as a hit-and-run and 
who police say was drunk at the time of the 
accident. 

As the mother and child fought for their lives 
this week, neighbors placed a candle near the 
scene of the accident, on 12th Street between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues, and prayed for their full 
recovery. 

While both the mother and her baby’s condi- 
tions were improving at presstime, a doctor told 
investigators shortly after the accident that the in- 
fant had sustained severe brain damage. 

The mother, Marcy Gordon, was fastening her 
3-year-old child into a safety seat on her car’s 
rear passenger side at around 2:50 pm on Aug. 
17, when the motorist, Grace Rignola, 32, 
crashed into her, according to police. 

Witnesses told police Rignola's 1991 Ford 
Crown Victoria was swerving as it traveled east- 
bound on 12th Street, and said she displayed 
signs of intoxication and smelled of alcohol after 
exiting the vehicle. 

Rignola allegedly attempted to drive away, but 
bystanders blocked the car’s escape, according to 
some witnesses. 

Rignola then left the vehicle and went to a 
restaurant down the block. Magnolia, on the cor- 
ner of 12th Street and Sixth Avenue, and asked 
to use the telephone to call her boyfriend, ac- 
cording to an employee of the restaurant, who

City Council plays Congress

They must be renaming streets 
in Israel. 

What other reason could mem- 
bers of the New York City Council 
have for taking time away from lo- 
cal issues — including holding hear- 
ings and voting on proposals for the 
renaming of streets to honor com- 
munity leaders — to go on a junket 
to the Middle East? 

“Solidarity,” some members say. 
“Consciousness-raising,” say others. 
While still other council members call 
these junkets a waste of time. And 
while it’s nothing new for council 
members to make “fact-finding” trips 
abroad, the frequency with which this 
new council has debated broad issues 
over which they have no legislative 
authority seems to be setting a new 
standard. 

Before the 2002 City Council 
members had even made their victo- 
ries official in the general election, a 
group calling themselves “the Fresh 
Democracy Council” set about out- 
lining a series of reforms to give 


members and committees more au- 
tonomy, effectively decentralizing 
power away from the speaker. 

The FDC’s initiatives were 
likened to a more congressional 
model and indeed, eight months lat- 
er, the council’s agenda has focused 
nearly as much on broad national is- 
sues as it has on local issues like the 
city budget, school governance and 
restrictions on news boxes. 

Since the reforms were passed on 
Jan. 9, the first day in session, the new 
council has debated reparations to the 
descendants of slaves; a moratorium 
on the death penalty; a resolution to 
free so-called “political prisoners,” 
some of whom are convicted cop 
killers; and, most recently, a dozen 
members took a trip to Israel to 
demonstrate solidarity with the belea- 

And it’s all on company time. 

While experienced members are 
quick to point out that there is noth- 
ing unique about the Israeli junket 


— longtime Council Speaker Peter 
Vallone made similar trips, and one 
current member said visits to “the 
three I’s, Israel, Ireland and Italy,” 
were practically mandated for major 
city officials to keep in the good 
graces of their electorate — some 
constituents were left wondering 
how their representatives’ political 
compass has guided them so far out 
of their districts. 

Emira Habiby-Brown, a Christian 
Palestinian- American and the exec- 
utive director of the Arab-American 
Family Support Center, said that 
since 9-11, Arab New Yorkers still 
feel vulnerable to bias attacks and 
argued that the community has been 
without a staunch political ally. 

“They should be concerning them- 
selves with the communities here in 
New York City,” Habiby-Brown said. 
"We are going through a lot of pain 
and I haven’t seen that much concern 
from the elected officials. 

“Obviously, there’s a lot of suffer- 


ing in the Mid-East on both sides,” 
she added. “But it’s just curious that 
a lot of time and energy gets spent 
on that versus our issues here in the 
U.S.” 

The dozen members that made the 
journey to Israel last week included 
Speaker Gifford Miller and council 
members Bill DeBlasio of Park Slope, 
James Davis of Fort Greene and Sim- 
cha Felder of Midwood. 

The trip was paid for by the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal of New York and 
the Jewish Community Relations 
Council. 

The members left for Israel on Sun- 
day, Aug. 10 and returned on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 15. The officials do not have 
scheduled vacations, so the excursion 
was made on council time. 

DeBlasio asserted that the trip 
was meant as a statement of con- 
demnation of terrorism and said, “I 
go on this trip looking forward to 
showing solidarity with the people 
of Israel. It’s just that simple.” 

“It’s clear though, that for a lot of 
people in my district. Borough Park 
and Kensington especially, they are

Quakers to be left in shadow

As if it wasn’t bad enough 
for the Brooklyn Friends 
Meetinghouse on Schermer- 
hom Street that they would 
have most of their light 
blocked by the high-rise 
Brooklyn Law School dormi- 
tory, then they find out 
they’re going to be surround- 
ed, with a 12-story building 
scheduled to rise on the cor- 
ner of State Street and 
Boerum Place that will effec- 
tively eclipse the two-story 
city landmark. 


According to Louis Greco, the 
co-owner and co-developer of the 
13,500-square-foot Downtown 
Brooklyn lot, the $25 million 
project will remain within the 
120-foot height limit consistent 
with the Special Downtown 
Brooklyn District zoning enacted 
last year by the City Planning 
Commission. 

Following an application by 
Brooklyn Law that pitted the in- 
terests of the surrounding commu- 
nity against the interest of devel- 
oping Downtown Brooklyn into a 
more 24-hour community, the 
City Council this summer ap- 
proved plans for a 210-foot-tall 
dormitory building. So, under 


normal circumstance, a building 
across the street to be built within 
the mandated 120-foot height lim- 
it would be welcome. 

However, to the Religious So- 
ciety of Friends, more widely 
known as Quakers, whose meet- 
inghouse is located between the 
two projects, this latest plan 
threatens to completely block 
what tittle sunlight would remain 
to shine through their storied 12- 
foot windows. 

The diminutive meetinghouse, 
a place of worship for Quakers, is 
already encompassed by a series 
of taller buildings, including the 
Brooklyn House of Detention, the 
New York City Transit Museum, 


the Central Court building, a con- 
dominium at 96 Schermerhom St. 
and the forthcoming 210-foot 
Brooklyn Law dorm. 

The Quakers joined a throng of 
community activists in opposing 
Brooklyn Law’s application dur- 
ing the city’s Uniform Land Use 
Review Procedure (ULURP) 
seeking to rise above the limits 
promulgated by the special 
Downtown zoning. Activists gen- 
erally sought to maintain the 
height restriction, while the Quak- 
ers simply complained that the 
building would cast their meeting- 
house in shadow. 

The application passed last

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Clock ticking on Court-Atlantic plan

The Department of City 
Planning this week certified 
developer David Walentas’ 
application to convert a mu- 
nicipal parking garage at At- 
lantic Avenue and Court Street 
into a mixed-use residential 
and retail building, starting its 
roughly six-month trip through 
city land use review. 

The plan submitted by Wa- 
lentas’ Two Trees Manage- 
ment calls for a 12-story build- 
ing, with 20,000 square feet of 
ground-floor retail, loosely 
slated for a home furnishings 
business, about 600 under- 
ground, public parking spaces 
and 250 apartments on the 
second through 12th floors. 

A 40,000-square-foot YMCA 
is also part of the plan with an 
entrance on Atlantic Avenue. 

The city’s Uniform Land Use 
Review Procedure (ULURP) 
is required for the disposition 
of city-owned property to the 
developer and for permission 
to install the underground 
parking garage. 

While the proposal had ini- 
tially met with enthusiasm 
from neighborhood groups 
such as the Atlantic Avenue 
Betterment Association, and 
the cautious favor of some 
Brooklyn Heights groups, that 
goodwill dissipated when the 
traffic patterns became more 
detailed. 

The current municipal 
garage has an entrance on At- 
lantic Avenue and a semi-op- 
erational gateway on State 
Street, which is usually closed. 

While the initial plan had 
called for the State Street por- 
tal to be used solely as an exit, 
Walentas changed the ap- 
proach after a study he com- 
missioned showed that State 
Street was an essential en- 
tranceway that would not be 
intrusive to the neighborhood. 

Neither Walentas nor his 
son Jed Walentas of Two Trees 
could be reached for comment 
by press time. 

The State Street Block As- 
sociation expressed concern to 
The Brooklyn Papers last June 
that should an entrance be 
added on the eastbound street, 
traffic would congest along 
the narrow corridor. 

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association (BHA), which has 
been supportive of the State 
Street residents and understand- 
ing of their concerns, said that

The Atlantic Avenue Better- 
ment Association, whose con- 
cerns straddle the three neigh- 
borhoods, remains enthusiastic 
about the plan, however, citing 
that this type of development 
allows the neighboring com- 
munities to converge rather 
than separate at that intersec- 
tion. In its current state, 
AABA charges, the garage 
acts as dead space that segre- 
gates the commercial corridors 
of Atlantic Avenue and Court 
Street. 

“I think it’s going to be an 
asset to the neighborhood to 
have this comer developed the 
right way,” said AABA Presi- 
dent Sandy Balboza. “The 
garage on this comer breaks 
the continuity not only on At- 
lantic Avenue but also on 
Court Street by not having 
shops on either street.” 

With the city’s certification, 
Community Board 2 now has 


60 days to hold a public hear- 
ing on the matter and proffer a 
recommendation from its 
Land Use committee and full 
board. The borough president 
then has 30 days to offer a rec- 
ommendation before it goes to 
the City Planning Commission 
for up to 60 days. Should the 
CPC approve the application, 
the City Council then has up 
to 50 days to rule on the mat- 
ter before it makes it to the 
mayor’s desk. 

Each step with the excep- 
tion of the mayor's office will 
hold a public hearing. 

The building was initially 
planned to be 120 feet tall, the 
maximum allowed by the 
neighborhood’s zoning regula- 
tions, but it will now have to 
rise several feet above that re- 
striction to accommodate the 
YMCA, which is anucipated 
to occupy 40,000 square feet. 

For the additional space, 
Walentas will have to apply to 
the city’s Board of Standards 
and Appeals for a variance.

While rapid copies may 
be its credo, the delivery of 
the first Kinko’s in Brook- 
lyn will be a bit tardy. 

The ubiquitous copy shop 
was scheduled to open at 16 
Court St., across the street 
from Borough Hall and 
Brooklyn Supreme Court, on 
Aug. 26. But despite the 
store’s sign rising over its 
front window this week, the 
copiers will not be warmed up 
until late September, accord- 
ing to a company spokes- 
woman, who said only that 
“routine delays” had held up 
the store’s opening. 

Renovations on the 3,100- 
square-foot former food court, 
between Montague and Rem- 
sen streets, are well underway, 
but announcements as to what 
they have planned for a grand 
opening will have to wait until 
the end of the summer. 

For many years, the site 
housed a Chock Full O’ Nuts 
restaurant. Recently, it was 
home to Dunkin Donuts, Pizza 
Hut, Kentucky Fried Chicken 
and Nathan’s. The food court 
is now consolidated next door, 
in 26 Court St. beneath the 
New York Sports Club. 

Founded in Isla Vista, 
Calif., in 1970, the now Dal- 
las-based company has 1,100

Nine-year-old Bay Ridgite Taryn 
Scala has heard a lot about heroes 
over the past year. This summer, 
she became one. 

With her mother, Meg, and father, 
John, by her side Tuesday, Taryn was 
awarded two citations for bravery and 
heroism for saving a toddler from 
drowning at the bottom of a pool. 

According to Meg Scala, the shy 
fourth-grade Visitation Academy student 
sat in a chair after her heroic effort at a 
birthday party and simply said, ‘Thank 
you,’ while the parent of a 2-year-old 


girl, rescued in the knick-of-time from 
the bottom of a pool by Taryn, praised 
the young girl for her courage. 

Taryn’s citations were presented by 
Councilman Marty Golden, and, pre- 
senting on behalf of Public Advocate 
Betsy Gotbaum, by Ralph Perfetto. 

Dressed in a flowered summer dress 
and sandals and with her family at her 
side, Taryn said she was not sure where 
she would hang her awards, and then 
noted that they were the first certificates 
she had ever received. 

The young hero’s actions were report- 
ed by the husband of a woman who had 
also attended the party and witnessed the 
save. Meg said that after the woman ex- 


plained the story, her amazed husband 
dialed up Golden and recounted the pool 
party rescue. 

According to Meg, the birthday party 
for a 5-year-old friend of her son’s al- 
most turned tragic when a woman turned 
her back to the pool and her 2-year-old, 
whose flotation apparel she had just re- 
moved, to dress her 5-year-old son. 

“The baby somehow got in the wa- 
ter,” Meg said. “She probably just 
walked back to the steps and into the 
water. There were a lot of people at this 
party. Some of us even brought babysit- 
ters and none of us heard any splashing 
or anything.” 

But Taryn noticed that something un- 


usual was lying on the bottom of the 

“I was not sure if it was a big kid or a 
little kid,” Taryn said after receiving her 
award. “So I picked her up and I put her 
on the ledge and then her mother came 

Meg said her 3-foot-9 daughter is a 
strong swimmer and retrieved the child 
from 3-foot-deep water. 

“She was crying and choking and at 
first gasping for air,” Meg said about the 
nearly drowned baby. 

“My daughter got scared and she 
handed the baby off. And my daughter is 
very, very shy and she went and sat by 
herself. She was embarrassed because 


she had just gotten there and she did not 
know anybody.” 

The experience, however, has opened 
Taryn up to a new sense of self-strength, 
Meg said, and, at such a tender age, her 
daughter has already taken a lot from the 
life-saving experience. 

“Now she is realizing how important 
what she did is,” Meg said. 

“And I think she will pay attention 
more to what is going on around her. 
She will be more conscious, especially 
around water.” 

Taryn was also joined by her 5-year- 
old brother, John, and 12-year-old sister, 
Paige, for a dinner celebration following 
the award ceremony.

Brooklyn Bridge Park advisors named

The Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Development Corporation this 
week announced the appoint- 
ments of 19 out of 21 mem- 
bers of its community adviso- 
ry body. 

The Citizens Advisory Council 
will provide input as the project 
goes from its broad master plan 
for the commercial and recre- 
ational development known as 
Brooklyn Bridge Park — span- 
ning from roughly from Jay 
Street, under the Manhattan 
Bridge, 1 .3 miles south to Atlantic 
Avenue — into more specific de- 
velopment projects. 

The members generally come 
from the communities surrounding 
the development — Brooklyn 
Heights, Fulton Ferry, DUMBO, 
Cobble Hill, Red Hook and Fort 
Greene — and most have some ex- 
perience in waterfront development. 

Appointees Bill Vinicombe, the 
land use chairman of Community 
Board 2; Gary Vanderputten, pres- 
ident of the Fulton Ferry Landing 
Association; and Ursula Hahn, a 
member of the Concord Village 
Homeowner’s Association, have 
all served on the boards of groups 
intended to promote the develop- 
ment of Brooklyn’s waterfront. 

Other appointees who worked 
on the issue for years before May- 


or Bloomberg and Governor 
Pataki made the park official 
last May, include Marianna 
Koval, executive director of 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Coalition, and Roy Sloane, 
president of the Cobble Hill 
Association. 

Appointees Pauline Blake, 
a member of CB6; Madeleine 
Murphy, of Columbia Street 
Neighbors Unite; and Hank 
Gutman a member of the 
Brooklyn Heights Associauon, 
were ail members of the local 
development corporation that 
drafted the master plan. 

From the broader commu- 
nities, not quite on the water- 
front but certain to be affected 
by the development, there are 
Bemie Ehrlich, of the Atlantic 
Avenue Local Development 
Corporation and Howard 
Pitsch, president of the Fort 
Greene Association.

322 Hicks St. to be condo

The Landmarks Pres- 
ervation Commission this 
month approved designs 
for a new residential 
building to rise on a 
vacant lot at 332 Hicks St. 

That block, between State 
Street and Atlantic Avenue, 
and some of its surrounding 
properties, present a particu- 
larly tricky place to plan a 
new property given the 
somewhat haphazard array of 
designs. 

The block already hosts a 
new condominium develop- 
ment at 60 State St., on the 
comer of Hicks Street, as 
well as a renovated office re- 
stored to its original 20th 
century design at 327 Hicks 
St., a 19th-century town- 
house and a restaurant, Fa- 
toosh, next door to the 
planned new building, at 330 
Hicks St., all of which fea- 
ture a breadth of designs. 


“That particular comer is 
interesting because it’s the 
entrance to the Heights from 
Hicks and Atlantic Avenue, 
and there are a diverse 
amount of buildings,” said 
Jerry Vasisko, landmarks 
committee chairman of the 
Brooklyn Heights Associa- 
tion (BHA). 

The lot's owner, Louis 
Greco, and the building's ar- 
chitects, however, received 
community approval by 
spending about six months 
working with the BHA’s 
landmarks committee on the 
designs, which involved sev- 
eral architects. 

In the end, a project was 
put together that was de- 
scribed by Vasisko, a partner 
in the architectural firm 
Gruzen Samton, as a tasteful 
“contemporary design.” 

Greco described the build- 
ing in more pragmatic terms 
as a six-story, six-family con- 
dominium with about 2,000 
square feet per apartment. 

The facade will be brick 


and was designed by archi- 
tect Henry Smith-Miller, who 
brought ideas to the commu- 
nity as they evolved. The fi- 
nal design garnered glowing 
remarks from the BHA. 

“The facade is folded back 
slightly from the street line,” 
Vasisko said. 

“There will be recessed 
and protected windows and 
the rear of the building will 
be mostly glass, with a bal- 
cony, which will have spec- 
tacular views of Manhattan 
once they get above the third 

He described the exterior 
as an orange-tone brick to 
match the classic color fea- 
tured throughout Brooklyn 
Heights. 

“We were interested in 
fostering good contemporary 
architecture in an historic en- 
vironment and I think that’s 
what this design has done,” 
Vasisko added. 

Greco said the building 
would take between nine and 
12 months to build.

appreciative of any act of solidarity with Israel,” DeBlasio added. 

“And I think it is important to show them that their deep, deep 
concern — and for many of them it’s a family concern, they have 
family members on the front lines — that their elected officials 
understand and are willing to help in any way they can.” 

Fort Greene Councilman James Davis justified the excursion 
as an extension of his membership on the Cultural Affairs, Li- 
braries & International Intergroup 
Relations Committee, which, 
among other things, hears issues 
related to the New York City Com- 
mission for the United Nations, a 
liaison between the UN and the 
mayor, as well as his position on 
the Public Safety Committee. 
Davis, a former cop, said he 
wanted to see how another country 
was using its police and military to 
protect its populations against ter- 
rorism. 

I'm trying to get the jump on ter- 
Bill DeBlasio bp / File photo rorism,” Davis said. “God forbid, if 

suicide bombers ever hit our shores I 

want to be on the forefront of pre- 
vention.” 

Shortly after last week's trip to Israel was announced. East New 
York Councilman Charles Barron declared he would try to organize 
a fact-finding mission to Zimbabwe among the Council’s Black and 
Latino Caucus. The excursion is scheduled for the end of September 
and is intended to investigate President Robert Mugabe’s controver- 
sial land use policies that have seized white-owned farms and distrib- 
uted the land among black supporters. 

Whatever resentment these trips may generate among the 
council members’ constituents is modest compared to some of the 
battles fought among one another over issues for which they have 
no authority. 

Last June, Barron, a former Black Panther, introduced a reso- 
lution calling for the release of what he called political prisoners. 
One such “political prisoner” named in the resolution had been 
convicted of shooting two police officers. 

The resolution ignited fireworks between Barron and Council- 
man Dennis Gallagher of Queens who said the resolution was 
“lowering the esteem and professionalism of this body.” 

“The most divisive moments in the new council have been 
during these resolutions,” said second-term councilman and Re- 
publican Minority Leader James Oddo, whose district includes 
Bensonhurst and Staten Island. 

Oddo, who made the ‘three I’s’ comment, defended the trip as 
a show of allegiance with a terror-tom ally. He put the copious 
resolutions on national issues in a separate category and he said 
the resolutions were more reflective of the new era of activism at 
work in City Hall — even if that energy was for naught. 

“A lot of folks got elected not knowing, appreciating or re- 
specting the protocol of the body,” Oddo said. "And I think a lot 
of people got elected with a lot of strong views on issues and this 
is a vehicle to express those views. 

‘1 have to say, I do appreciate the energy,” he added. “There’s 
a lot more energy and a lot more passion in this body, but a lot of 
it is misguided.” 

Davis conceded that the council can lose focus in all those res- 
olutions, but also agreed with Oddo that it was indicative of a 
more active, lively body. 

“There are some things that come out of this City Council that 
make me step back,” he said. “But on the same token, when you 
have people who have such a desire to work they can veer a little 
bit.” 

Una Clarke, a veteran former councilwoman of Flatbush who 
was term-limited out of office last year, did not begrudge the ef- 
forts of the freshman class. 

“Some of the issues the council has dealt with in the past, they 
know they can’t pass legislation on it,” she said. “It is mainly to edu- 
cate the public and raise public awareness.” 

But is it the mission of the council to raise public awareness of 
national issues or to represent their constituents on local ones? 

Oddo said that convening the council to debate an opinion was 
“superfluous” and called the resolutions “press conferences.” 

“When you put it down to writing and you pursue hearings on 
it and it becomes the focus and the energy of the body, I think it’s 
wrong,” Oddo said. “There are plenty of meat-and-potato issues 
that we should be focusing on right here in the City of New 
York.”

Overcoming 
your child's 
fear of school 


Q: “My granddaughter 
cried in kindergarten, so I 
home schooled her. But I’m 
80 , and I can’t do it another 
year. What can we do to help 
her feel comfortable in the 
first grade?” 

— a retired teacher 

A: Kids can take a lesson 
from "The Little Engine That 
Could” (Grosset & Dunlap, 
1978) — those who enter a 
classroom with the attitude “I 
think I can, I think I can” feel 
more confident and at ease. 

“A child approaching the 
mysteries of first grade needs 
optimism on the inside and 
strong teaching from the out- 
side,” says Priscilla Vail, au- 
thor of “Liberate Your Child’s 
Learning Style” (Kaplan 
Books, 2002). 

In preschool and kinder- 
garten, where tears aren’t un- 
usual the first few days, most 
kids get a chance to ease into 
school. But without those 
baby steps in a group setting, a 
child needs extra support from 
her teachers and family to 
make the jump into first grade 
and stay on track. 

“Moving from home or pre- 
school to public school is a big 
change,” says Karen Ponder, a 
member of the National Associ- 
ation for the Education of 
Young Children. “The transition 
goes more smoothly for the 
child when parents, teachers and 

Ponder says parents need to 
keep in mind that kids take 
their cues about school from 
their families. 

“If the parents feel enthusi- 
astic, the child will pick up on 
that mood,” she says. “On the 
flip side, parents can make 
comments and give ideas that 
scare the child.” 

H as your youngster over- 
heard talk — anything from 
how mom and the family dog 
will be so lonely, to how 
school kids are bullies? 

If a student continues to be 
scared and unhappy after the 
first few days of school, Pon- 
der says, it’s time to explore 
why and to ask what the fami- 
ly and teacher can do to help. 

A college student agrees: ‘1 
too was petrified to go to 
school. Find the source of her 
fear and show the girl how 
much strength she has. Power 
over fear is more valuable 
than anything you or anyone 
else could teach her." 

The student, age 20, suggests 
the grandmother volunteer in 
the classroom, then in the lunch- 
room or the library to help her 
grandchild feel more secure. 

How a first-grader without 
school experience ranks her 
own abilities makes a big dif- 
ference in how well she ad-

justs, says learning specialist. 
Her Web site for resource ideas 
is www.priscillavail.com. 

“If a child’s relationships 
with her earliest teachers at 
home or school are loving, op- 
timistic and joyful, that child 
will want to learn,” Vail says. 
“But if a child feels discour- 
aged, frightened or inade- 
quate, that child will have 
trouble learning.” 

Robin Berlinsky, a former 
first-grade teacher who has 
been preparing her son for 
kindergarten, is among many 
parents who find that reading 
books with their kids and talk- 
ing about school erases some 
of the mystery. 

For years, Berlinsky has 
suggested “The Kissing Hand” 
by Audrey Penn, (Child Wel- 
fare League of America, 1993), 
to show anxious kids they’re 
not alone. Chester the raccoon 
is scared to leave his Mommy 
for the first day of school, until 
she kisses his hand and tells

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him when he feels lonely to put 
the kissing hand to his cheek 
and his mother's love will be 
with him. 

Popular chapter-book char- 
acters Junie B. Jones, created 
by Barbara Park, and Ramona 
Quimby, created by Beverly 
Cleary, also help children ex- 
plore their feelings about leav- 
ing home and starting school. 
Other tips from teachers and 
parents have a common goal, 
to give a child connections be- 
tween home and school: 

• Get a class list, and invite 
one or two children for play- 
dates so there’s a familiar face 
when school starts. 

•Visit the school ahead of 
time to meet the teacher and 
principal. If possible, invite 
the teacher to visit your home. 


•In a letter to the teacher, 
share your child’s interests and 
concerns, particularly if she 
has little experience in a class 

•Tuck a family picture in 
your child’s backpack, and 
possibly a small stuffed animal 
or other comfort item. 

•Give your child more re- 
sponsibility for her personal 
care. She’ll feel more confident 
in school if she not only knows 
letters and numbers and how to 
wait in line, but how to put on 
her coat, button her buttons and 


wash her hands — without 
smudging that secret kiss.

“My 2 1/2-year-old daughter 
places too much emphasis on 
food. I’ve tried to cut her 
down to three meals and three 
snacks, but a neighbor gives 
her candy and my husband and 
mother-in-law give her extra 
food. How can I help her not 
be so obsessed with eating?”

Fort Greene to get 3 shelters

Three properties in Fort 
Greene are preparing to be 
converted to shelters for 
formerly homeless fami- 
lies with a history of men- 
tal illness. 

The transformation is only 
in the early stages and it could 
be more than a year before the 
facilities are operational, but a 
notification process to neigh- 
bors and Community Board 2 
is already underway, according 
to Christine Connell, the direc- 
tor of programs for Lutheran 
Social Services of Metropolitan 
New York (LSS). 

The buildings, at 523 and 
525 Clinton Ave. and 508 Wa- 
verly Ave., both between Ful- 
ton Street and Atlantic Av- 
enue, are owned by LSS and 
had hosted a foster home for 
boys and a home for the de- 
velopmentally disabled. Those 
facilities will be moved to 
Manhattan in the coming 
months to make way for the 
19-unit, 25-bed shelter. 

While it is still early in the 
process and even some elected 
officials have yet to be noti- 
fied, given a similar situation 
in neighboring Prospect 
Heights, there could be more 
than a bit of grumbling. 

Elected officials and commu- 
nity groups have reacted vocally 
to a proposal to convert 772 Pa- 
cific St., and 603 Dean Street, 
both off Carlton Avenue, into 96 


units of transitional housing. 

The Prospect Heights Ac- 
tion Coalition (PHAC), an ad 
hoc group of neighborhood 
residents that formed in oppo- 
sition to the plan, filed a law- 
suit against Interim Housing 
Inc. to force a public review. 

Residents and elected offi- 
cials were furious when plans 
were presented last luly, only 
a month before it was sched- 
uled to open, and have protest- 
ed on the grounds that it was 
being fast-tracked through 
community consultation. 

The plans were eventually

“In a metaphorical sense, 
we talk about that inner light 
when we talk about the pres- 
ence of God in each person,” 
said Jim Morgan, a member of 
the Brooklyn Friends Meet- 
inghouse.

The meetinghouse features

undergoing psychiatric evalua- 
tion and was to be formally 
charged Monday. 

Sanchez declined to discuss 
the case in detail but said of 
his former client, “She’s very, 
very ill and she has a history of 
illnesses, mainly schizophre- 
nia, over the last 15 years.” 
Glick did not return calls for 
comment. 

Prosecutors believe that 
McDonald stalked infants and 
their parents in Brooklyn 
Heights, making inappropriate 
grabs for infants, for several 
weeks leading up to her arrest, 
which was, in fact, the second 
time in as many weeks that she 
was detained by police. 

In July, McDonald was 
picked up by police after a 
couple complained that she 
had harassed them and their 
young child. 

The couple however, did 
not to file a report and police 
could not hold her on any 
criminal charges. 

The officers did, however, 
estimate that she was emotion- 
ally disturbed and took her to 
Woodhull Hospital in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant for a psychological 
evaluation. 

McDonald was deemed 
mentally stable enough for 
freedom by Woodhull, police 
said, and was let loose. 

Police did not know that she 
had been arrested at least 10 


times during the 1990s, five of 
which were for attempted kid- 
napping, because, according to 
a detective investigating the 
case, she furnished the name, 
Susan Goodenough. 

Word of a woman making 
grabs for, and even offering to 
buy, babies spread through the 
Brooklyn Heights, Cobble Hill 
and Carroll Gardens play- 
ground circuit, putting parents 
on edge and beginning a cam- 
paign to warn day care centers 
and schools to keep a close 
watch over toddlers. 

McDonald was arrested on 
July 16, at around 5 pm, after 
allegedly attempting to grab an 
8-month-old baby from a 
stroller on Montague Street. 
According to police, the moth- 
er was walking with her infant 
daughter along Montague near 
Clinton Street, when McDon- 
ald allegedly tried to grab the 

The mother screamed, 
drawing police to the scene — 
and to McDonald. 

McDonald is widely 
thought to be mentally ill by 
many who claim to have had 
run-ins with her. 

“It’s clear to anybody that 
she’s mentally ill,” said one 
woman, who said McDonald 
stopped her on Montague 
Street to lean over and get 
alarmingly close to her 6- 
month-old son. 


stalled when it was discovered 
the owner of the buildings had 
performed massive renova- 
tions without permits on one 
of the properties. 

Councilman James Davis, in 
whose district both the Fort 
Greene and Prospect Heights 
projects are planned, said, “The 
biggest problem with [Interim] 
is that they tried to sneak it in.” 

Lutheran Social Services, 
however, has already begun 
the process of notifying the 
surrounding neighbors and 
businesses, well before reno- 
vations are scheduled to begin. 


One neighboring business- 
man, Ted White, proprietor of 
the White Memorial Chapels, 
a funeral parlor at 519 Clinton 
Ave., remains skeptical despite 
the notice. 

While social service facilities 
are always a tough sell to the 
neighboring community. White 
said he is not bothered by the 
clientele but complained about 
how LSS had maintained other 
facilities in the past. 

“I’ve been at my location 
for 33 years now,” White said. 
“It’s not that I’m against the 
system ... but they’re very 


poor sponsors or caretakers.” 

White had been a member 
of an advisory board at LSS 
for three years but said he quit 
when his protests that their 
clients were out in the streets 
and that the property was un- 
maintained went unanswered. 

“They weren’t good neigh- 
bors,” he protested. 

The provider operates two 
other facilities in the area, the 
Muhlenberg Residence at 5 10 
Atlantic Ave., and the Bergen 
Street Residence, at 334 
Bergen St. Both serve mentally 
ill formerly homeless people.

Visco, who served in the 
firehouse until May 2001, also 
offered his talent to the mural. 
He had been a student at the 
School of Visual Arts in Man- 
hattan for two years before 
dropping out to become a fire- 
fighter almost 14 years ago. 

There were images that 
could not be left out — sym- 
bols of the men, the firehouse 
and the tragedy itself — how- 
ever, Visco said, it had to be 
balanced with something aes- 
thetically agreeable to the 
neighborhood and emotionally 
bearable for a unit that had 
suffered colossal losses. 

“We put together an infor- 
mal committee and discussed 
all the elements,” Visco said. 
The committee loosely con- 
sisted of Visco, Kia and Sor- 
rentino, who has acted as a li- 
aison to the firefighters' 
families and to the community 
since Sept. 11. 

Eight stars were selected for 
the eight men who were lost, 
the Ladder 118 fire engine on 
the bridge inspired by a photo- 
graph that captured the com- 
pany on its last run, racing 
across the Brooklyn Bridge as 
the two towers spewed thick 
black smoke, and the famous 
I-beams that formed a cross, in 
place of the World Trade Cen- 
ter towers.

A memorial commemorat- 
ing the one-year anniversary 
of their passing is being 
planned for this year, and will 
also be held on Oct. 11. 

Although the gate to the 
firehouse is usually open — 
free to a hospitable wave or 
salutation — should the ele- 
ments or nightfall force the 
door shut, passing residents 
will once again see a vague 
twinkle from members of the 
firehouse who have been ab- 
sent since 9-11.

B’klyn man in driver’s license scam

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — A Brooklyn man 
was sentenced Monday in a scam to ille- 
gally obtain Tennessee driver’s licenses. 

Sakher Hammad, 25, was placed on 
two years probation and sentenced to 
time served by U.S. District Judge Ber- 
nice Donald. 

Four other defendants also were sen- 
tenced earlier to time served. Three are 
still being held and are facing deporta- 
tion for being in the country illegally. 

The five were arrested Feb. 5 at a 
Tennessee driver’s license office and 


charged with the federal offense of con- 
spiring to produce false identification 
documents. All had pleaded guilty. 

Also charged was Katherine Smith, 
49, a driver’s license examiner. She 
died Feb. 10 in a car fire authorities say 
was intentionally set. 

Although federal prosecutors initially 
hinted that the case might be tied to the 
World Trade Center disaster, there was 
no evidence any were involved in ter- 
rorist activities. 

“I want to get on with my life,” 
Hammad, a Jordanian naturalized citi- 
zen, told Donald. 


The defendants had faced sentences 
ranging from no prison time to six 
months behind bars and fines of 
$250,000. 

The case drew national attention after 
Smith died in a fiery crash the day before 
her first court appearance. Federal investi- 
gators have said the fire that burned Smith 
alive in her car was deliberately set and 
that traces of gasoline were found. No one 
has been charged or arrested. 

Adding another twist, Hammad had 
a visitor’s pass to the World Trade Cen- 
ter dated just days before the Sept. 1 1 
terrorist attack. 


Prosecutor Tim Discenza has said 
immigrants were told that U.S. driver’s 
licenses could be obtained in Ten- 
nessee. The cost of the illegal licenses 
was from $1,000 to $2,000, he said. 

He said the men seeking false identifi- 
cation filled out state driver’s license 
forms saying they were residents of Ten- 
nessee.

Ten strikes 
& he's out 



A ttacking the water-cooler, it turned out, was the last 
straw. In the midst of a season in which he snubbed 
fans, ignored coaches and alienated his teammates, 
Alhaji Turay, the talented-but-troubled 19-year-old prospect, 
was sent home by the Cyclones last week for some much- 
needed attitude adjustment. 

Turay, already being watched by higher-ups in the Mets or- 
ganization for inci- 

cursing at a fan, 
pummeled a water 
cooler after going 0- 
for-3 in a game at 
Aberdeen on Aug. 

14. Later, the team’s 
leading hitter was 
put on a plane and 

highly unusual dis- 
ciplinary action. 

‘Tve been with 
the Mets organiza- 
tion since 1991 and

kid home,” said 
Jim Duquette, the 
Mets’ assistant gen-

eral manager for 
player personnel. 

“It is not something we do lighdy. But that’s an indication 
that there were some extreme issues.” 

Now, instead of helping his team make it to the playoffs 
and impressing the Mets front office with his talent, Turay 
will spend the rest of the baseball season sitting in his 
mother’s home near Seattle wondering if he can salvage a 
pro career out of the ruins he left behind in Brooklyn. 

But it’s not as if he hadn’t been warned. 

Teammates, fans, coaches and the Cyclones front office 
had made it clear to Turay that his attitude — which one 
of his teammates described as “selfish and arrogant” — 
was inviting trouble. 

“I can’t tell you how many times we talked to him — 
about how he treats the fans, about his work ethic, about 
his attitude,” said one member of the team’s management. 
“But his take was, ‘I’m going to do this my way and 
everyone else can just go to hell.’ Well, let me tell you, you 
don’t get promoted in the Mets organization with that atti- 
tude.” 


For Turay, sometimes it seemed that baseball was just a 
joke that only he got. 

When asked for autographs, he’d sometimes lie, “I 
don’t speak English.” Other times, he’d just ignore the 
fans. And when he wasn’t ignoring them, he was demean- 
ing them. On one occasion, he even signed the name 
“Tom Hanks” on a youngster’s ball. After games, fans 
would only get a glimpse of Turay as he bolted out the 
clubhouse door, past his teammates si gnin g autographs, to- 
wards the BMW X5 with the tinted windows that he 
bought with his $515,000 signing bonus. 

One time, he was even wearing a New York Yankees 
baseball cap as he rushed past fans. That’s not a smart 
move when it’s the New York Mets organization that is 
paying your salary. 

“He needs improvement in all areas,” Duquette said. 
“But the encouraging thing is that he now knows it. It’s not 
going to be fixed overnight, but he’s not a hopeless case. 
And, given his talent, this is a worthwhile project for us.” 
Ah, yes, Turay’s talent. It is an inescapable thing, Tu- 
ray’s talent. A former second-team All-American out of 
Auburn High School in Washington state, Turay was hit- 
ting .327 — which led the Cyclones and was third in the 
league — when he was sent home. He’d hit 10 doubles 
and had tied a team record with a 12-game hitting streak 
earlier in the year. 

Clearly, this is not a guy the Cyclones didn’t want in the 
lineup during a pennant race. 

“To me, that shows how serious this was,” said Cy- 
clones manager Howard Johnson, who benched Turay a 
couple of times over the past few weeks — but the mes- 
sage obviously went unheeded. “Unfortunately, not every 
19-year-old can handle the pressure.” 

Most people in the organization remained stunned that 
someone who had accomplished the hard part — that is, de- 
veloping the talent to get himself into professional baseball 
— would allow himself to be sidetracked by simple things 
like not signing autographs or not running out ground balls. 

To understand Turay better, I called his high school 
baseball coach Tun Kuykendall, who was saddened — but 
not surprised — to hear that Turay had been suspended. 

“With so much to lose, why would he do something so 
stupid?” Kuykendall said, echoing so many in Brooklyn. 
“What’s he thinking?” 

Kuykendall recalled Turay fondly as a “fun but quiet” 
kid with a “great personality” who excelled at athletics but 
had a much more difficult time with scholarly pursuits. 

“He had some confrontations with teachers because they 
kept pushing him to be a better student,” Kuykendall said. 
“But he wasn’t a great student and I think he got tired of be- 
ing pushed. We hoped it was just a high school thing.” 

Even on his beloved field of play, Turay needed to have 
greatness thrust upon him. 

“There were times when he didn’t work hard enough, 
but I told him that big-league teams wouldn’t draft a guy 
who didn’t work hard, and by junior and senior year, he 
really worked. He did thousands of crunches and spent 
hours in the batting cage. And we made it to the final four 
of our state tournament because of him.” 

Kuykendall was most shocked to hear that Turay didn’t 
enjoy interacting with the Brooklyn fans. 

“He did like attention,” he said. “I thought he’d just eat 
up signing autographs. But there were times when he was 
quite shy. And there were other times when we just 
thought he thought he was better than everyone else. 
Maybe that’s the issue here.” 

Now, of course, the issue is: Will Alhaji Turay be back 
or will he end up as the “player to be named later” when 
the Mets want to quietly get rid of their Class A Ricky 
Henderson? Will he next show up hitting a home run for 
the Cyclones or in a line in agate type in the “Transac- 
tions” column in a newspaper’s sports pages? 

“We really do hope he’ll be back,” Duquette said. “In 
the majority of cases, they do come back ready to play.” 

In an age when athletes are seen as spoiled brats who do 
whatever they want with few ramifications, it would be 
poetic justice if Turay’s suspension meant that he’d have 
to forfeit that $515,000 signing bonus. But poetry is not 
popular nowadays. 

“No,” Duquette said. “The bonus is not conditional, so 
he gets to keep every penny.” 

He’ll have plenty of time to spend it this fall.

Chase Lambin is the lat- 
est Cyclone to learn the 
danger of inviting parents 
to Keyspan Park. 

It started innocently 
enough, with Bruce and Wan- 
da Lambin regaling the

Bruce Lambin went a tittle 
further than just passing 
around old wallet photos, go- 
ing deep into the family 
archives to pull out a copy of 
an instructional video he pro- 
duced years ago called, “How 
to Hit & Run.” On the cover is 
none other than an 8-year-old 
Chase Lambin with high stir- 

Here’s the story of how the 
future pro ballplayer got his 
big break in modeling: 

“We had made the video in 
1988 and the distributor want- 
ed to get some kid from a tal- 
ent agency to be on the cover,” 
said Bruce Lambin, a baseball 
coach, producer of Little 
League-approved instructional 
videos, and author of “Parent’s 
Guide to Baseball: Surviving 
and Thriving, Youth League to 
College.” 

“I said, ‘Well, that kid 
might look great, but it would 
totally destroy our credibility 
if he didn’t know how to hold 
a bat.’ The distributor said, 
‘Well, if you’ve got someone 
better, great.’ Of course, I had 
someone better: Chase.” 

Not only did Chase know 
how to hold a bat, but he’s 
seen on the cover batting 
righty — which the now- 
switch-hitting Cyclone could- 
n’t do back then. 

That kind of effort is exact- 
ly what distinguishes Chase 
even today, his dad said. 
“When he was on Team USA 
in college, he was in the bot- 
tom 25 percent of the team in 
terms of pure physical gifts,” 
Bruce Lambin said. “But he 
ended up with the second- 
highest batting average and 
the most RBIs because he 
works so hard.” 

“We shorted him on genes, 
I guess,” added his mother, 
Wanda. “But he learned the 
most important lesson: Work 
hard, respect the game and 
have fun.” 

When asked for a comment, 
Chase Lambin only blushed. 
“They didn’t show you that 
video, did they?” Yes, they 
did. 

Bionic man 

Bobby Malek’s arm surgery 
last week appears to have 
gone smoothly. 

Atop Mets prospect, Malek 
spent the first half of the sea- 
son as a designated hitter 
awaiting surgery to repair a 
tom ulnar collateral ligament 
in his right arm. The famed 
“Tommy John surgery” — 
named after the Los Angeles 
Dodgers pitcher whose career 
was saved by the then-revolu- 
tionary ligament-transplant 
procedure — began at the un- 
godly hour of 5:20 am last 
Monday at Manhattan’s Hos- 
pital for Joint Diseases. Malek 
wasn’t released until 3:30 in 
the afternoon and later showed 
up in the Keyspan Park club- 
house sporting a nasty shoul- 
der-to- wrist cast. 

“I’m just looking forward to 
getting the stitches out this week 
and recovering,” Malek said.

Strike-ing back 

If there’s a baseball strike as 
threatened on Aug. 30, it’ll do 
more than demoralize baseball 
fans, demonize major leaguers 
and destabilize the sport’s 
fragile finances.

A dozen 
of the most promising Cy- 
clones are expected to get the 
chance to work on their skills, 
rather than just take odd jobs, 
during the off-season. 

Beyond that, others were 
concerned that fan anger 
could hasten the demise of 
several of the teetering big- 
league clubs, such as Montre- 
al, Florida, Milwaukee or 
Minnesota. 

“If there’s contraction, the 
funnel just gets narrower for 
us,” said catcher Jimmy An- 
derson. “If major league base- 
ball loses two teams, that’s 
hundreds of minor-leaguers 
trying to latch on with new or- 
ganizations.” 

Hard-throwing, fast-talking 
pitcher Kevin Deaton com- 
plained that fans are unfair to 
the players, who are typically 
portrayed as “poor tittle rich 

“Listen, if baseball was just 
a game, there’ d be free tick- 
ets,” said Deaton, the Cy- 
clones best pitcher. “It’s a 


business. If this was just an is- 
sue of a $10 million salary 
versus $8 million salaries, I’d 
say the fans are right to be dis- 
gusted. But there are much 
bigger issues here than mon- 
ey.” 

Like his teammates, hot- 
hitting infielder Blake 
Whealy thought a strike 
would be bad for all levels of 
baseball. But he was able to 
look on the bright side: “If 
the major leaguers go on 
strike on Aug. 30, we’re the 
only game in town.”

The Pitcher of the Future 
for the New York Mets once 
again proved that he’s much 
more valuable as the Cy- 
clones’ Pitcher of the Right 

On Monday night, Scott 
Kazmir, the Mets’ No.l draft 
pick, showed more of the form 
that earned him the organiza- 
tion’s highest-ever signing 
bonus, striking out seven Tri- 
City Valley Cats, and allowing 
just one weak single, in four 
dynamic innings on the road.

W hen I was a kid, I would hold my 
nose for two blocks, running full 
speed past the Gowanus Canal on the 
way to pottery class. It’s spiffier now — I 
probably couldn’t afford a co-op with a 
“canal view” — but still, it’s the Gowanus. 

So what was Smith Street chef-restaura- 
teur Alan Harding thinking when he named 
his latest venture The Gowanus Yacht Club? 
He was kidding. But he wasn’t quite kidding 
when he put out a sign reading: “Like camp 
... but with beer." 

Sufficiently inland from the wafting 
canal, on the comer of President and Smith 
streets, the Yacht Club has merrily set up 
camp, grilling hotdogs and burgers, and sell- 
ing beer at near-wholesale prices. 

The result: wholesale drinking, and one of 
the most laid-back scenes to happen on 
Smith Street since, well, Alan Harding. 

Back in 1997, Harding joined a few pi- 
oneer Smith Street restaurants by opening 
the French bistro Patois (followed by 
French-Asian Uncle 
Pho). What ensued 
could be called a 
bistro boom. Today, 

Brooklynites can 
stroll from Carroll 
to Bergen streets, 
comparing menus. 

The phenomenon 
has also sparked a 
backward commute, luring Manhattanites 
to this dining destination. 

Harding thinks we’re getting bored. 
“Every restaurant on Smith Street is the 
same: same rent, same ingredients, same 
prices,” he says. “I'm happy I have a loyal 
customer base, but there are five restaurants 
on the block using Asian ingredients. It’s not 
cool anymore.” 

So what is? This summer, it’s hot dogs. 
And $1 cans of Pabst Blue Ribbon (PBR). 
Harding reduces the latest trend to a 


simple formula: “People are interested in 
going back in time. PBR talks to every- 
one’s college days, or time they spent va- 
cationing in Florida.” 

There’s definitely a tailgating vibe — irre- 
sistible to anyone who’s been out of college 
long enough to feel nostalgia for watery beer. 

The $2 draught beer, Duff, is a nod to the 
fictitious brew favored by Homer Simpson. 

Rumor has it the 
stuff is actually Bud- 
weiser, but those of 
us who reached 
drinking age watch- 
ing “The Simpsons” 
can appreciate the 
lowbrow connois- 
seur-ism implicit in 
ordering a Duff. 

In this spirit, the guys I went to the beer 
garden with took on the challenge of sam- 
pling most of the 11 offerings from the oil 
drum-tumed-charcoal-grill. They enjoyed 
several varieties of wurst ($2-$3), a Polish 
Kielbasa (a special that night), quesadillas 
(another special) and even a vegetarian 
“Notdog” ($3). 

Hardly chef food. And while there are im- 
ported beers like Jever Pilsner and Den- 
tergems Ale ($4) and three wines by the 
glass ($5), it’s clearly the $1 and $2 brews, 


including a “Can du Jour," that endears this 
place to a predominantly 25- to 30-year-old 

Harding said he opened the Yacht Club 
because “the neighborhood needed an out- 
door gathering place that was more afford- 
able.” He’s friends (and now partners) with 
the owners of the adjacent Bagels by the 
Park, and had long wanted to “showcase the 

He’s succeeded on both counts. At first 
glance, the place feels like someone’s back- 
yard (“only hipper and more relaxed,” Hard- 
ing points out). Trellises and umbrellas de- 
fine its boundaries. The decor could be 
termed slapdash-nautical, thanks to a few 
seaworthy tehochkes. 

The camp-with-beer experience really 
hits home when it comes time to the hike out 
back. A single portable toilet, although clean, 
is still a portable toilet. 

“I chose to lower my fixed expenses,” 
Harding explained. “If I had to build a bath- 
room I would need to charge $8 for a Pabst.” 

The cheerful fans of the place don’t seem 
to mind roughing it. But are the neighbors 
happy campers? After all, Harding has be- 
stowed his outdoor drinking establishment 
upon Carroll Gardens, where heretofore the 
loudest disturbances have been ice cream 
trucks in summer and a Christmas tree lot 


broadcasting carols in December. 

Harding views the issue as a “double- 
edged sword”: homeowners who complain 
about the noise, he says, have seen their 
property values skyrocket with the bar-din- 
ing boom along Smith Street. 

“Of course,” he concedes, “everyone has 
a right to peace.” So the stereo is turned off 
at 10 pm, and the Yacht Club closes earlier 
than necessary. The nights I’ve been there, 
the place has been packed, yet not rowdy — 
just good people, re-living spring break, but 
more calmly. 

Harding also does some “community 
handholding.” When a woman across the 
street complained about the late-night clink- 
ing of glasses, Harding assured her that he’d 
talked to the dishwasher, who would be 
“more mindful.” 

To skirt these issues by enclosing the 
Yacht Club would mean building a struc- 
ture “in keeping with the character of the 
neighborhood,” since the comer is land- 
marked. Harding prefers to leave the yacht 
club at the mercy of the elements — it’s 
open seasonally, from Memorial Day 
through Halloween — rather than pursu- 
ing historical correctness. 

“This was once a cow manure-infested 
lot where people sold vegetables,” he said. 

Smith Street has always stood out from 
the surrounding neighborhood. In my mem- 
ories it is populated by guys munching pork 
rinds, pouring libations into the gutter from 
brown-bagged beverages and arguing into 
the night 

I’m glad that those guys don't look like 
they’re going anywhere. I hope they won’t 
mind if I hang out on Smith Street, too, 
downing smoky sausages, toasting Homer 
with a Styrofoam cup of Duff, and ponder- 
ing life on the Gowanus into the night.

Culture club 

Brooklyn Childrens Museum 
to show Japanese kid culture 


Y ou may have known that “Pokemon: The Movie” was a 
big hit among kids, and “Hello Kitty” paraphernalia has 
been popular among American children for at least 20 
years. But you can bet many kids don’t know that those cul- 
tural icons come from Japan, or even where Japan is, let 
alone what's important to Japanese kids, or what Japanese 
and American kids have in common. 

The Brooklyn Children's Museum will introduce Japan — 
and the voices of its youth — in a new exhibit, “Japan and 
Nature: Spirits of the Seasons,” to open in early 2004. The 
exhibit’s target audience will be children ages 5 to 12, but 
will ideally appeal to the whole family — from grandma to 
the 3-year-old, according 
to project director Liza 
Rawson. 

Last month, the muse- 
um received a $750,000 
award from the Freeman 
Foundation — a Vermont- 
based private philanthrop- 
ic group that supports 
greater understanding be- 
tween Asia and the United 
States — to create this in- 
teractive exhibit about 
Japanese kids. 

The show will tour 10 
cities after it wraps in 
Brooklyn. 

“The generous grant 
from the Freeman Founda- 
tion allows BCM to invite 
American children to ex- 
plore how people, and 
their ways of life, are 
shaped by where they 
live,” said Carol Enseki, Child's play: The upcoming 
president of the 100-year- exhibition, "Japan and Na- 
old museum, who is a ture," at the Brooklyn Chil- 
Japanese-American.

“In addition,” she said, “it allows us to draw upon our 
strengths: using hands-on activities and [our] collections to 
excite and educate kids about world culture and natural sci- 



Out of the 27,000 objects in the museum’s collection, 
close to 200 cultural objects are from Japan, said project co- 
ordinator Emily Timmel. 

Timmel said the Freeman Foundation recognized Brook- 
lyn Children’s Museum’s leadership in cultural exhibits for 
children. “They’ve seen what we’ve done before — like the 
famous ‘Global Shoes,’” she noted, referring to the 1999 
traveling exhibit in which 400 shoes from around the world 
were on display. 

The collection can be used in everything from cultural 
exhibits like “Japan and Nature” to the museum’s current 
“Pattern Wizardry” show, which teaches the fundamentals 
of patterns as building blocks of our natural and manmade 

“The ‘Pattern Wizardry’ exhibit on display now is from 
our collection,” said Rawson. “The objects directly relate to 
the activity like the top of a puzzle box. They look at the ob- 
ject to do the activity. 

“Authentic objects are extremely meaningful to kids. They 
can spark conversations you don’t expect, because you don’t 
know what a visitor brings with them to a museum,” she 
said. “It’s always fun to hear a parent or kid respond to 
something like a Navajo beaded moccasin. They are authen- 
tic objects and the voices really resonate.” 

In addition to the objects from the museum’s permanent 
collection, they will be soliciting ideas and materials from

Japanese children. 

“What's really exciting, what 
makes the Brooklyn Children's Mu- 
seum stand out, is we’re working di- 
rectly with people in Japan,” said 
Timmel. “We have a woman in 
Japan, who runs her own firm. Hands 
On Planning, who will interview 
Japanese children about things they 
do with the seasons and to create 
boxes that reflect their experiences. 
The ideas of this exhibit are going to 
be expressed through Japanese chil- 
dren’s voices. Once we get all of 
those things, we will design the ex- 
hibit around things that come out of 
those interviews.” 

Rawson explained that a child may 
not be able to directly answer a ques- 
tion like, ‘What is important to you?’ 
but could fill a box with items that 
represent summer or spring. 

“Getting kids to think they have a 
box that represents a season, and 
then, what would they put in to share 
with another child?” said Rawson. “A 
photograph, things they buy? It could 
be anything. That's what happened 


with ‘Global Shoes.’ We got lots of 
unexpected responses. We’re hoping 
this works the same way. Who knows 
what a kid will do? But it will initiate 
a conversation.” 

The museum has hired Exhibit A 
Design of DUMBO to create the en- 
vironment. Because of the organic 
nature of the exhibition, the curators 
are still noncommittal about exhibit 


content until they hear from the kids. 
Timmel and Rawson believed that 
some dolls would be on display, be- 
cause of Japan’s annual doll festival, 
“Hina Matsuri,” when traditionally 
costumed dolls are given to girls. 

“One of the very interesting things 
about Japan, and us actually, is that 
there’s a connection between the tradi- 
tional arts and contemporary life,” said

Rawson. “One of the points the exhibit 
hopes to make is you can trace tradi- 
tional influences in contemporary life. 
It doesn't come out of nowhere. 

“For instance, the Japanese kids’ 
tradition of beetle collecting. (They 
can buy them out of vending ma- 
chines.) And beetles are the basis for 
‘Pokemon.’ There are so many neat 
connections. There’s no way to create 
an exhibit that does any more than in- 
troduce concepts, but they will walk 
out thinking, ‘I understand where that 
toy I play with comes from.’ Or, 
‘They celebrate New Year’s, too!’” 

Speaking of which, the new year is 
going to bring big changes to the 
Brooklyn Children’s Museum. On 
June 19, the museum, on Brooklyn 
Avenue at St. Marks Avenue, 


wrapped its four-year-long Centenni- 
al Campaign, which raised nearly 
$32 million. Construction is slated to 
begin in 2003 on the museum’s facil- 
ity expansion, which will nearly dou- 
ble the size of the current space. 
Founded in 1899, it is the world’s 
first museum designed expressly for 
children and receives 250,000 visi- 
tors a year. 

“Japan and Nature: Spirits of the 
Seasons” is another exhibit in the 
museum’s tradition of original ex- 
hibits that expand children’s horizons 
while bringing them together. 

“So much of our children’s culture 
is actually Japanese and not many re- 
alize that,” said Rawson. “The rele- 
vance to the United States is one thing 
we’re going to bring up — how much 
is shared and familiar, from styles, to 
games to electronic equipment. 

“We’re focusing on the bridge 
through which it’s relevant to the 
children — seasonal activities. 
School is centered on the seasons. 
For example, Japanese school begins 
in spring, not the fall. That’s the na- 
ture connection, and we’ll focus on 
those points of difference and com- 
monality. Walking through New 
York, the Japanese influence is very 
present. It’s everywhere.”

Continued from page GO 3 
ship to the site and its people 
— physically, visually or 
context-wise,” she said. 
“This work is at the grain 
terminal and about the grain 
terminal. It’s not just artists 
thinking about a communi- 
ty. The community has a say 
in it.” 

Dancing in the Streets’ 
Sarah Johnson worked with 
more than 50 organizations to 
collect the “interview suites” 
in which people related their 
hopes for the future and the 
names of people close to 
them. She also gathered the 
people for the final communi- 
ty photo, which Davidson said 
would eventually be installed 
in a public place in Red Hook. 

The result is an innovative 
mix of ait, industry, agriculture 
and humanity. 


While the harnessed per- 
formers execute their aerial 
feats, the video scenes alter- 
nate tableaux of the neighbor- 
hood and the grain terminal. 
The penultimate scene of a 
huge wheat field is accompa- 
nied by the dancers making 
gestures of harvesting. The 
soundtrack mixes original 
Cuban and Italian music with 
sounds inherent to a grain ter- 
minal like grain pouring. 

“[Picture Red Hook] has a 
larger connection to the com- 
munity than we’ve ever 
had,” said Davidson. 

But for Haigood, it’s only 
a small step from this com- 
munity of 10,000 to the uni- 
versality of art. 

“The strength of a com- 
munity is both in its diversity 
and its ability to unify,” she 
said. “That’s what is evident 
in the renaissance of this 
community. It speaks not 
only to Red Hook, but the 
potential of mankind." 


I n every artist’s life a little 
rain must fall. For artists 
living in DUMBO that rain 
takes the form of many-pil- 
lared condominiums with mil- 
lion-dollar price tags and artist 
lofts that few artists can af- 
ford. It’s happened before; re- 
member Wiliamsburg? Or 
SoHo before the galleries 
moved out and the makeup 
meccas moved in? 

While artists contemplate 
the next neighborhood to ren- 
ovate, they have to eat, and 
that’s where Superfine comes 
in. Tucked under the Manhat- 
tan Bridge, Superfine — 
named for the Webster’s Dic- 
tionary definition, “su.per.fine 
3: of high quality or grade” — 
opened in October 2001, join- 
ing a slowly emerging dining 
scene. (Among the area’s 
newer arrivals is Rice, a multi- 
cultural rice-with-toppings 
eatery; and, for artists craving 
a sugar buzz, there’s Jacques 
Torres Chocolate, a factory 
and cafe that produces deca- 
dent chocolates and chocolate 
croissants.) 

Partners Tanya Rynd, who 
manages the restaurant and pur- 
chases its provisions; Laura 
Taylor, the chef; and Cara Lee 
Sparry, who designed the space 
and manages the bar, pooled 
their talent and 
spent 18 months 
operating Superfine 
out of the kitchen 
and dining room 
annexed to the 
DUMBO mainstay 
Between the Bridges 
bar. There they 
found a following 
of locals happy to 
abandon a diet of 
burgers, nachos and 
dip for Taylor’s seasonal 
Mediterranean cuisine. 

After their successful trial 
run, the three spent a year ren- 
ovating a century-old horse 
stable turned vacuum and 
auto parts warehouse into a

grill — and a one-of-a-kind 
collection of enamel-and- 
wood dining tables with mis- 
matched chairs and tableware 
that make the expansive space 
feel a little more country than 
rock ‘n’ roll. On Sunday 
mornings, families pack the 
place for a Southwestern-style 
brunch. A bluegrass band 
keeps the kids away from the 
tables and on the floor danc- 
ing. 

Each evening Taylor pres- 
ents a menu of three appetiz- 
ers and seven entrees incorpo- 
rating ingredients from nearby 
organic farmers’ markets, 
prime butchers and fish mar- 
kets. Every dish is made to or- 
der, which means that it can 
take a few extra minutes to get 

Be grateful for the wait. 

When your meal arrives, all 
the flavors will taste clean, not 
muddled, and the textures will 
be firm and crisp. The menu 
du jour, brought to the table on 
a blackboard, includes a hearty 
salad with enough ingredients 
to double as an entree; two 
fish dishes, one pasta and pork 
chops that have become a Su- 
perfine mainstay. 

Taylor respects the flavors 
of prime ingredients by fuss- 
ing as little as possible at the 
stove and grill (where she ex- 
cels), and leaving off superflu- 
ous garnishes. 

According to Rynd, “[Tay- 
lor] elevates the flavors of the 
freshest ingredients coming di- 
rectly from the earth that day.” 
Amping flavor to the max is 
more like it. What appears on 
the plate is rustic, boldly col- 
ored and flavored dishes that 
are gorgeous in their simplici- 
ty- 

An appetizer of tomatoes — 
just perfect red slices of beef- 
steak tomatoes, a few slices of 
ripe, yellow tomatoes and tiny, 
sweet cherry tomatoes — was 
dressed with nothing more 
than good fruity olive oil, a 
few dabs of chunky, garlicky 
pesto, and paired with freshly 
made mozzarella. So simple: 
more of an assembly of ingre- 
dients than a prepared dish, yet 
I'd have a difficult time find- 
ing a better example of sum- 


Playing cheerleader to her 
grill, Taylor stands back and 
lets it quickly work its magic 
on her fish and vegetable dish- 
es. An appetizer of tender 
grilled calamari, sliced into 
rings, lacked the usual jaw- 
grinding chewiness. Aioli, a 
garlic mayonnaise, worked as 
a delightful dip for the lemony 
squid, and halves of grilled 
new potatoes made a novel 

Fresh, pink cranberry beans 
sauteed with sweet shallots 
served as a delicious mattress 
for sushi-grade tuna that was 
crisply seared on the outside, 
and just warm inside. That 
fish, scattered with slices of 
grilled zucchini and velvety 
grilled eggplant, could make a 
believer of tuna-jaded New 
Yorkers. 

If pure comfort is in order, 
the big bowl of delicate 
spaghettini, tossed with Tay- 
lor’s robustly flavored house- 
made lamb sausage will do 
nicely. With its earthy mix of 
chunked sausage studded with 
garlic and fennel seeds, a few 
wilted leaves of spinach and

sweet roasted tomato sauce — 
the dish is a humble delight. 

Jessica Powers, Superfine’s 
pastry chef, shares Taylor’s 
“less is more” aesthetic. Each 
evening she offers five 
desserts: something choco- 
late, maybe a torte or layer 
cake; a custard or creme 
brulee (try the cardamom); a 
homey confection like her 
buttermilk cake with berries 
and creme fraiche; and the 
rest are inspired by whatever 
fruit is freshest in the market 
that day. 

Powers’ lemon pot de 
creme, served in a little white 
ramekin, was all creamy, 
mouth-puckering tartness. 
Sweet, ripe cherries, blackber- 
ries and blueberries that 
topped the creme added just 
the right note of sweetness. 
Another little ramekin, this 
time filled with a blueberry- 
and-peach cobbler, was sweet- 
ened with just a hint of sugar, 
allowing the flavors of that 
natural fruit pairing to shine. A 
crumbly, cookie-like biscuit 
sat like a mini-fez on the fruit, 
and unsweetened, softly 


whipped cream added a bit of 
luxury to the unassuming 
dessert. A cup of stand-your- 
spoon-in-it-strong coffee is all 
that’s needed to complete the 

Sunday brunch is influ- 
enced by Taylor’s stint behind 
the stove at Cafe Pasqual’s in 
Santa Fe, famous for its inno- 
vative spin on traditional New 
Mexican dishes. You’ll find 
imported New Mexican hatch, 
green chilies giving the salsa a 
fiery bang; fried eggs on tor- 
tillas with tomato sauce, called 
huevos rancheros, leave scram- 
bled eggs in the dust; and soft 
com tortillas wrap spicy 
chicken or steak in classic en- 
chiladas. Served with a heap- 
ing dollop of sour cream, 
those enchiladas are breakfast 
dining at its spicy best. 

For anyone who has been 
served a meal long on frou- 
frou and short on flavor, I sug- 
gest you try Superfine. Every- 
thing at Superfine is at its 
just-picked prime, which 
makes a plate of tomatoes and 
cheese taste like a bit of sum- 
mer magic.
